poo Tucker, primate of the 

Episcopal church of the United 
States, is very much concerned about 
Christianity. He might well be. He 
wants to know what this religion can 
do to help solve the baffling problems 
which confront this world today. So 
do I. Not too long ago our friend, the 
bishop, predicted the complete col- 
lapse of the Christian church, unless 
something very dynamic happened to 
it. I predict that, too. 


In answering this question, the 
good bishop doesn’t offer much hope 
of his suggestions being carried out, 
and I doubt very much if anything 
helpful would come even if they were 
carried out. Now the bishop says 
this—'‘Too many, neglectful of Chris- 
tian teachings, or repudiating the 
Christian religion altogether, have 
put their faith in modern science. 
Spectacular as has been the progress 
of modern science, and greatly as it 
has contributed to civilization, it does 
not, and cannot save the souls of 
men.” 


Now I should like to take issue with 
the primate of the Episcopal churen 
at this point. Mr. Tucker evident- 
ly thinks that the “soul” of a man 
has no bearing whatsoever on the 
progress of the human race. He makes 
secondary to his business of “saving 
souls” all scientific and historical 
progress. Yet Mr. Tucker cannot even 
tell us what the soul of a man is, let 
alone save it. This soul-saving theorv 
is a throwback from the religions of 
the pagans, and the entire matter of 
the crucifixion of a god asa sacrifice 
for the “sins” of men. That is the 
very point I am driving at. The en- 
tire system of theology today is based 
in its entirety on older systems of 
religion which we now call “pagan.” 
If they are pagan, so is the Chris- 
tian religion. A name means nothing 
at all. 


I would like to suggest to Bishop 
Tucker that he has nothing in his 
whole category of religion which can 
do one single thing for the world in 
this present crisis.

and tell the rest of the religions that 
they had better “come home” to the 
Pope and the “holy” church, which 
church they tell us is “the only one 
authorized to act and teach for God.”

not accept God in this form, and it 
tells us that God was, therefore, bru- 
tally killed by cruel hands on a cross. 
That too came from pagan religions. 
It tells us that everyone who believes 
that story shall be “saved” and the 
rest “damned.”

Jesus Christ, was Jeseus Chrishna. 
The name of the virgin who bore him 
1400 years ago was Maia, almost the 
same thing as Mary, the so-called 
“virgin” of the Christian. From this 
point on, the stories are the same;

Radio and radio advertisers are 
coming in for a rising torrent of pro- 
test over the types of programs put 
on the air, particularly those of a 
“continuity” type.

I have trav- 
eled hundreds of thousands of miles, 
I have given away tens of thousands 
of dollars, I have worn myself down 
without personal regard for anything 
when I thought I could help someone 
find God.

How else 
are we to call attention to our mes- 
sage? I suppose I could get out on a 
soap-box on some street corner, as 
some “orthodox” religionists do, only 
I’m not going to do that. By national 
advertising I reach literally millions 
with the message of the Power of 
the Spirit of God whom others cannot 
reach. For the great percentage of 
our Members are men and women who 
have absolutely no use for church 
theology at all. The church cannot 
interest them. Most of them are ex- 
church members.
